CLANDESTINE PROFILE

Your columnist is experiencing another bout of computer trouble. This time the trouble 
has nothing to do with me, but instead relates to turmoil at my ISP. Ever since 1 first went 
on the internet, I have been with a small Cleveland ISP called Access Link 
Communications. About a year ago they began to phase out of the ISP business, so that 
they can concentrate on web design. They cut a deal with New Age Consulting Service, a 
somewhat larger (but still modest) internet provider in Cleveland. As I write this column, 
the Access Link internet service is being phased out and merged with NACS. 

As a result of all this, my e-mail address is changing to Kcorgez@nacs.net in the very 
near future. The switch will probably be in place by the time that you read this. They tell 
me that they will forward e-mail for a while from the old address. But, to be on the safe 
side, you ought to change my address in your e-mail software. 

They tell me that the same thing will happen to my web site. As I write this, it's still at the 
Access Link site. But, before long it will be moving to the NACS server. Once again, 
they tell me that the old URL's will be forwarded to the new site for a while. You can 
check it out and see. 

I have news for these internet service firms. This is the sort of thing that is beginning to 
throw cold water on the enthusiasm for computers and the internet. When I pick up my 
phone, I don't have to change the URL or phone number for everybody that I call. Thus, 
the concept of the internet as a universal communications tool is still in its primitive 
stage. It is still NOT user-friendly. If they made cars or refrigerators like this, nobody 
would buy them. If you're in the computer industry, please forward my comments to Bill 
Gates and to the FCC. 

On the other hand, with all the new area codes coming on line about every two weeks, 
telephones are getting nearly as bad as computers. In my old fogey opinion, they ought to 
ban cell phones because of their health hazard to the brains of all the bubbleheads who 
insert RF into their cranium every time they make a call. After we ban them, then we can 
go back to a handful of area codes like back in the old days.

MEXICAN CLANDESTINE NEWS 

Martin SchOech's Clandestine Radio Walch #45 contains an extremely interesting essay 
by the producer of "Chiapas the World Speaks," the semi-clandestine program that 
inhabits the 43 meter pirate band from time to time. The essay was a letter to Glenn 
Hauscr, editor of DXLD, written by Michael Uo Lively, aka Commandante Null. As we 
pointed out in the March issue or 77te ACE. his name is actually Mike Adams of NPC 
Information Associates in Atlanta, Georgia. Even though this letter, reprinted in CRW 



#45, is posted on the CRW web site. It certainly is of interest to the majority of ACE 
members. So, with thanks to Martin's fine clandestine web page and to Glenn Hauser, 
here is the letter from the producer of the Chiapas clandestine, which discusses both the 
nature of this station and the process of its discovery in the DX hobby: 



"CHIAPAS [non]. Dear Mr. Mauser, In the April 2000 MT you wrote: "Now known as 
Michael Leo Lively, Adams has a twisted sense of humor immediately evident on the 
webpage. Makes one wonder how seriously the Chiapas show should be taken (gh)" 




1 have yet to find a person fluent in Spanish who was not stunned by the program. It is 
DEADLY serious in its content, the Spanish talent is world class, and the production is 
state of the art. (Although some of the fades bothered me, I'm known in the industry as a 
picky SOB;). The "Chiapas the World Speaks" Programming was not designed for the 
context of my personal wctpage. It was only posted there after I had left the Zapatista 
movement (in disgust) so that friends in the movement could download it. 

The "Chiapas the World Speaks" suite of 10 programs was meant to be broadcast into 
Mexico by RFPI and clandestine/semi-clandestine stations I was 'backing' or had 
planned to back in Central America and Southern Mexico and the only source to be 
mentioned in association with "Chiapas the World Speaks" was NPC Information 
Associates. The program was one of many truth based propaganda pieces designed [to] 
awaken the people of Mexico and the world to the human rights abuses perpetrated in 
Chiapas by the Mexican Government and mostly ignored or heavily 'spun' in the 
Government and Corporate Mexican Media. 

There were actually three suites' of programs ranging from responsible to radical that 
would have all appeared to come from totally different sources. We planned to use these 
different "Masks", (Sun Tzu would have called them "Shapes") with programming 
ranging from over the lop raving sarcasm (One program has a Mexican pop station style 
commercial for a PR] travel agency that enthusiastically promotes a "Death Squad Indian 
Hunting Tour Package" Taxidermy included!), all the way to programming based on 
reasoned argument, guilt stimulation, etc, etc. 

None of the three formats would appear connected in the public eye or Mexican 
Government eye for tactical propaganda reasons. The scries and two other suites of 10 or 
so programs already in the can, but unedited into programs, along with several 
communications projects were all canceled due to lack of cooperation and/or down right 
hostility from the (in my opinion) turf protecting, often ami- gringo, bureaucracies that 
have attached themselves to the Zapatistas, particularly in the U.S. 

Also canceled was the distribution of 144 Baygen (Low Band) Windups which I sold 
back to the distributor at the loss of a 15% restocking fee. I'm obviously more persistent 
that smart because I wasted a year and a half and a wheel-barrow full of money before 1 
blew the Zapatista's Cool-Aid Stand. These organizations and individuals are supposed to 
be the Zapatista's representatives and liaison outside of Mexico but seem to mostly serve 
as a defacto palace guard... (for their own palaces;) 

I really didn't want to be a known entity in the project at all for security and propaganda 
flexibility reasons but during the pre-broadcast publicity phase Christopher Jones at 
Wired Online felt that people were interested in reading about the people involved in 
such a project and I relented. His article was called, "Chiapas' Well-Connected Rebels" 
and may be found at:ht«p://www.wired.com/news/technology/0,128z,17633,00.hrinl 
This was where the sharp eyed and elephant memoried Hans Johnson got his info. 



Since this clandestine (and it is a clandestine as 1 understand the term) has popped up, 
I'm probably going to do an article to submit to MT on all the NPCIA Zapatista radio 



projects to avoid more misinformation. I'm sure you can see from the above that while ill 
fated, these were some serious efforts. 



[Later May 2:] BTW, The Zapatista communities arc in a very precarious situation right 
now with a massive build up of military force tightening the noose before the Chiapas 
State Elections. (Michael Leo Lively, aka Commandante Null MAF Rtd. April 28, DXLD 
00-60 May 3, 2000)" 

So, as you see here, La Voz de Chiapas Libre was actually a clandestine after all. Its 
programming has been most widely heard on the pirate band and via its RealAudio 
internet feeds, but this situation was mainly caused by the organizational conflicts 
described in the letter to DXLD. 



Ulis Fleming of Maryland forwards a copy of David Ignatius' April 17 column in the 
Washington Post. Budget time must be coming up in the Congress, since NSA Director 
Lt General Michael V. Hayden denies that the NSA can intercept all communications 
throughout the world. He claims that the internet and related worldwide packet 
communications technology now makes it impossible for the NSA to snoop on 
communications at will. In addition, the column claims that European countries are 
beginning to demand protection from NSA snooping, in a sense similar to the law that 
prohibits the NSA from snooping on Americans. 

VOA SETTLES SEXISM CASK 

Ulis Fleming also sends in a copy of a large article that ran at the top of "The Federal 
Page" in the April 17 edition of the Washington Post. The Post seems to have 
concentrated on shortwave and clandestine issues on that date. 

The VOA has settled a sexism employment discrimination case from a suit filed against 
the old United States Information Agency and the Voice of America. About 1.100 
women will share in a verdict worth more than $500 million, which is the largest 
settlement in the history of employment discrimination cases in the United States. The 
plaintiffs consist of women who tried to get jobs at VOA between 1974 and 1984 as 
broadcasters, technicians, writers, and editors. The government did not admit 
discrimination, but it has settled the suit with this record-breaking monetary payment. 

Among the more egregious cases was Dona Dc Sanctis, who held a doctorate and had 
five years of experience at Vatican Radio. She started at VOA as a freelance writer and 
producer, with a salary of $50 per day with no benefits. She applied for every full time 
broadcasting opening that VOA had, but was turned down every time. Among the jobs 
she applied for was a VOA internship, which was instead awarded to William A. Marsh. 
Marsh was the son of a "senior VOA manager." Marsh's complete resume consisted of a 
stint as an office clerk and as a waiter at Chi-Chis. Another example cited by the post was 
the case of Rochcllc Hunt, a longtime radio broadcast professional who was subsequently 
turned down for a VOA job because she lacked a "broadcast quality" voice. 

So, if you're wondering why you've heard female announcers over the years at the BBC, 
Radio Moscow, WYMN. Radio Pallia Libre, and the Voice of Prozac, but not very 
frequently at VOA, now you know. The government has once again been caught in illegal 
practices, this time at its propaganda voice for the world. 

MARTI CENSORS ELIAN RAID 

In case you think that problems in USA government-sponsored broadcasting have ended 
with the sexism settlement, think again. As noted In CRW #45 via DXLD 00-60, the May 
1 Washington Post reported that Radio Marti censored news of the INS raid that rescued 
Elian Gonzalez from his kidnappers in Miami for four hours on April 22. (I had to write 
the sentence that way, just to make fun of the less pejorative phrases continually selected 
by the American medio to describe Elian's Miami cousins, better known as the Cuban 
Clampctts). Radio Marti held the news of the raid for four hours. As a result, they were 



scooped by CNN, ABC, CBS, NBC, FOX, BBC, Voice of Russia, Radio Havana, and 
just about every other broadcasting outlet in the world except for Jimmy the Weasel.

Computer problems happen all the lime, and even Ihe National Security Agency 
(NSA) doesn't seem to be immune. According to the UK Times, the NSA was hit with a 
computer virus this past January and their systems were down for three days. While the 
NSA's computers were shut down, the agency relied on Britain to supply the US 
government with intelligence. The NSA and British Intelligence work closely together, 
and the decision to rely on intelligence gathered by the UK is evident of the close 
relationship. No word on which virus did Ihe damage. 

The Clinton administration has discounted any threats to it's security, probably to 
its own detriment. The FBI was looking into intelligence gathering eurly in May at the 
White House by a foriegn intelligence agency, mainly the Mossad. Apparently secure 
telephones and modems were hacked into or otherwise tapped, and was easily done due 
to lax security measures at the White House, State Department, and other high-level 
government offices. The probe comes at a bad time for Israel, who risks undermining 
support for billions of US dollars for the return of land to Syria. At the very least it gives 
the impression that the Clinton-Gore administration is not serious about espionage 
threats. At the time of this writing, the FBI was still unclear as to what information 
Mossad agents had gathered.
